Mr. Muhr tells me you are now incensed against me for my efforts in trying to get my son 
reinstated & that I have offended you by something I wrote to Mr. Randall. Now Mr. Fox, I did 
write to Mr. Randall that since the history of the Mint there never before was a discharge in the 
Assay Department this I have been told by persons who tell me it is true — when my son entered 
the Department & now Mr. Fox, please do take into consideration one thing & it is this you have 
taken from him his profession, his living & all he has learned for the last five years — outside of 
the assay department his knowledge learned there is worth nothing — he has a wife & he has no 
other means of making a living. Now you are a father & have sons & please do have pity on us. I 
have always heard you were a good kind hearted chivalrous man & possessed a heart full of 
charity & goodness. Will you not forgive my son & give him one more chance? Mr. Eckfeldt is 
willing to take him back - & will you not do the same? Please do not refuse me this one request. 
Never since the dark days of my poor husbands sorrow & death have I passed through such 
sadness & trouble as I have since you discharged my boy. It seems to have blighted his future 
life & all our hopes. 





May God soften your heart & drive away that prejudice. Please give him one more trial - 
& if he does not do his duty then discharge him & I will never ask you to reinstate him again.
